were subsequently associated with groa 
prostration, 
but which 'wore not directly

The progress oJ tho local disoaso was a 


steady ono from tho beginning. The lo?s of 
tho palate and adjacent soft -parts, witu the 
consequent lack of perfect control o I tho 
tongue, occasioned groat difficulty in swal- 
lowing. Just before bo was trausforrodlto 
Mt. McGregor ho rather suddenly lost his 
voice, never to regain it. 
This was due 


partly to the thickening of the vocal chords 
oy tho inflammatory Infiltration, and partly 
to a relaxation of tho parts from general 
weakness. 


A brief summary of tho treatment is all 


that will bo necessary to give now. Early 
in tho disoaso, in order to eliminate every 
possible clmnco of error in diagnosis, tho 
patient was placed under specific treatment, 
although tho clinical history of tuo cose 
gave only negative indications of its neces- 
sity. This treatment, although continued 
for a sullicient period, produced no effect in 
healing tho ulcorations or in arresting the 
progress of tho disoase.

Bed clover was given 
quite us constantly, but produced nn effect 
upon tho local disoase. It only proved it- 
self useful as a laxative, and was so om- 
ployoU as being the least harmful of medi- 
cines of its sort for continuous administra- 
tion. 


Tho diagnosis given early in the case was 


proved to bo correct by tho microscope, 
by tlie clinical history of the patient, and 
by the fatal Issue. Tno disoaso bad a much 
shorter courso than usual, owing to the 
prostration of tbe patient's system dependent 
m a great measure upon other causes. 


Tho cau>o of tho disease In this caso is 


largely conjectural. 
Epithelomia, as a 


rule, starts from local irritation, and, un- 
like other forms of cancer, Is not dependent 
upon hereditary predisposition to tue dis- 
ease.

Wo make capsules oi 
all slzos, round cmd oblong, from the very 
small article which only holds a drop o! 
Kquid to tho largo oblong one, tho size of a 
dynamite cartridge almost, which can hold 
an ounce. This latter is only u=od for 
hordes and largo animals, but it is a groat 
thing for them, as it does away with the 
old-fashioned method of administering medi- 
cine to animals by pouring It from a bottlo 
and almost breaking tho animal's jaw In the 
operation." 


"When wore capsules flrst thought of?" 


was asked. 


"Mr. A. Mnthes, of Paris, may be consid- 


ered their [inventor. Ho obtained a patent 
for the exclusive right of manufacturing 
them about seventy years ago.

As soon as the oil is received at the 


warehouse, it is placed temporarily :r 
tanks and carthenwnrs jars to settle. 
3Cew oil from the country is always 
thick, and in winter time geaerally con- 
gealed; after having been allowed to re- 
main undisturbed for six or eight days 
it is, if still congealed, slightly heated 
before being placed in the Utters, in s 
large tin-lined pan, with ,1 double bot- 
tom or ;'acket, through which steam is 
pjade to circulate. 
Thus the oil does 


not eonie into contact with (ire, but is 
generally warmed by staam until it is 
quita iluid. 
The oil filter is a-rect.ingu- 


lur wooden tank, lined inside with tin, 
and it is divided into two compartments, 
an upper and a lower one. 


Tho oil is pumped into the upper com- 


partment, 
and 
is allowed to filtei 


through perfectly clean carded cotton- 
brought lioro from Malta, and preferred 
to any other on account of its pnrity— 
into the second or lower compartment, 
when it lias again to pass through 
another layer of cotton, and finally 
comes out into a tank placed bcneatb 
the filter, 
from 
which, 
if 
perfectly 


bright, it is pumped ir-to largo marble 
lined tanks, holding about lit'ty tons of 
oil each. 
If the oil is not perfectly 


bright it is passed through the filters 
again and again until it becomes so. 
As a rule, however, oil, particularly if 
oC the fJuest quality, becomes perfectly 
bright after one filtering. In tho large 
tanks tho oil is allowod'to remain un- 
disturbed until required for exportation, 
whether for Groat Britain or the United 
Mates ot America. '
